In all this semi-ludicro us business o f King Amanuliah o f 
’Afghanistan, who lo st his thro ne because he tried to mo d­ 
ernize his so mewhat stiff-necked subjects, there is mo re o r 
less fo o d fo r tho ught fo r us Americans, distant as Afghanis­ 
tan may be. 
Amanuliah, petty and po mpo us as he may hav e been, was 
a man with rather adv anced ideas. 
Afghanistan was hard­ 
ly the place fo r such things. 
It had existed in semi-barbaric 
seclusio n fo r centuries, and its wild, untamed hill fo lk didn’t 
like the idea o f change. 
So the airplanes, Euro pean clo thes, electric lights, barber 
sho ps and auto mo biles that the wo rthy Amanuliah tried to 
co mpel his subjects to take to their bo so ms became a so urce 
o f frictio n. 
The Afghanistan« , as o ne man, ro se and chased 
Amanuliah o v er the bo rders. 
They will co ntinue in the 
“ go o d o ld ways” o f their grandfathers. 
Our sympathies, naturally, are all with Amanuliah. 
The 
wo rld has mo v ed ahead rapidly in the last few decades, and 
so o ner o r later the manners and appurtenances o f the m a­ 
chine civ ilizatio n will penetrate ev ery co rner o f the earth. 
It seems hard that an enlightened mo narch sho uld lo se his 
thro ne simply fo r trying to hurry the pro cess alo ng. 
But it is right there that we can read a bit o f a lesso n into 
Amanullah’s do wnfall. 
Refo rms o r changes o f any kind, great o r small, hav e to 
start at the bo tto m to be v ery effectiv e. 
Peo ple can't be 
pushed o ut o f o ld ways and into new o nes by a few zealous 
leaders o n to p. 
A co mmunity o r a natio n will always stick 
to its o ld ways until the desire fo r a change has permeated 
all ranks. 
It fo llo ws, acco rdingly, that any refo rm o f any co nse­ 
quence in the so cial cultural o r eco no mic system is bo und to 
co me v ery slo wly. 
It can’t be engineered fro m the to p. 
It 
can’t co me o v ernight. 
Years o f discussio n, argument and 
tho ught are required. 
lake, fo r instance, the matter o f wo rld peace. 
Havin g 
passed the Kello gg treaty, we are apt to think we hav e do ne 
a go o d deal; and when go v ernment o fficials take o ccasio n to 
anno unce that war with such and such a natio n 
is “ un thin k­ 
able” we shall be further enco uraged. 
But 
wu’vt 
scratched the surface. 
War is an institutio n — on e of the oldest in existen ce. It 
can t be put o ut of existence by a tew treaties or by well-in ­ 
tentio ned speeches. 
When war is fin ally abolished it will 
be because the great mass 
of the people are determin ed in 
their hearts that it shall 
be abolished. 
We can n ever ' 
quickly into an era of eternal peace. 
That’s the way it is with ev ery refo rm. 
’I’hey hav e 
up fro m underneath to be effectiv e.
